PermisSiou Will Be Given Planters 


in Western Cuba to Slake 


Sugar. 


NEW YORK, December 29.—A dispatch 


to the IFwrM from Key West, saya: A 
recent massacre by General MelBQioz1 


troops in western Cuba, ia described in 
a letter received today from an insurg- 
ent leader. In a little hamlet forty 
milea north ot Pinar del Rio, dwelt 
abont seventy-five people, 
moat of 


them oU and all non-comhatanta. They 
lived from hand to month, having a few 
cattle and some email cane fields and 
track farms. 


Spanish EDerrillaa, commanded by 


Pierrento, visited the place a fortnight 
ago. All tho people were assembled 
and searched for valuables, the women 
and girl a being subjected to indigni- 
ties. Nut finding as much as thay 
wanted, tho guerrillas shut two young 
men, pretending that they were Spanieh 
deserters. Six others were tied to trcaa 
and 
horribly puniahed. Two young 


women were tied to Ueea, their backa 
were bared and the lash applied be- 
cause they resisted the aoldiera' ad- 
vances. Their screams BO aroused the 
anger of the other women that they 
made a combined attack on the guer- 
rillas with clubs. Tho guerrillas eaeily 
beet them off and fired indiscriminately 
among them, killing fifteen or twenty 
men and women and two young chil- 
dren. Tbe others escaped, though the 
•Spanish murderers fired at them as long 
•aa they were in eight. 
The gaeirillaB then fired the houses, 


throwing tbe dead bodiea in the build- 
ings, drove off the cattle, destroyed the 
crops and tramped their horses over 
•the potato patches, so nothing in the 
way of food could bo had. These poor 
people, left without food or ahelter, took 
up their abode in the foothills, building 
themselves huts of branches and grass. 
•Some have died of exposure and not 
more than thirty of the seventy-five now 
survive* 
The letter told of other outrages and 


stated that for miles and miles, where 
formerly were happy homos and flour- 
ishing fields, not a house nor a living 
being is to be seen.

announcement that arrangements were 
in progress for eurveyinc a new trans- 
continental line from Sioux City. Ia., to 
San Francisco, to be known us the Pa- 
cific Bhort Line, is regarded by local 
railroad officials here aa erroneous. It 
was stated that the work was in charge 
of Donald McLean, a railroad promoter, 
who waa backed by $32,000,000 of Eng- 
lish capital. 


Vice President 0. F. Crocker, of the 


Southern Pacific Company, when seen 
today, eaid: "There is uo truth in the 
report, in my judgment. It would not 
be a wise business move to parallel the 
Unas now running to this coast from the 
Missouri river, ia any case. Secondly, 
I do not believe this man McLean, of 
whom I never heard nntll today, coald 
get capital to tbe amount of $32,000,000 
to engage in the enterprise. In the 
third place, the government is about to 
foreclose its Hens on the Union Pacific 
system, in which case the road muat be 
sold. Under such circanwtancea foreign 
«*pital could not bt induced io invest in 


•th a gigantic enterprise. There is 
thing to the story."

lent Condition. 


WASHINGTON', December 29.—Uomp- 
oller Eckels said this afternoon that 
e feela no apprehension over the bank 
ilnrea which have occurred of lat&. 
we more failures, the Commercial Na- 
onal Bank of Roauoke, VR., and the 
olumbia National of Minneapolis woro 
dded to the list today. They are com- 
aratively small institutions, however, 
nd under ordinary circumstances their 
ilnre, it ia said, wonld attract only 
asaing attention. Mr. Eckels, when 
aked today by a representative of the 
saociated Press aa to the general bank- 
ig situation, said: 
"Of coarse bank failures are more or 
BH disquieting, but those which have 
•ccnrred recently have little or no gen- 
ral significance attached to 
them, 


hey were due largely to local cansea, 
holly unconnected with the general 
ondition of the hanks throughout the 
ountry at large. The case of the Atlas 
>ank was not a failure at all, bnt waa a 
lere voluntary liquidation, every de- 
oaitor being paid in full. The two fail- 
res today are of minor importance, in 
ach caae the bank's capital being only 
200,000. 
"As against theae few failures, based 
n local causes, the general condition o 
ie banks ia excellent. The reports re- 
eived nndor the last call, that of De- 
ember 17tb, are uniformly favorable 
nd show an average reserve held ol 
onaiderably above the 25 per cent re 
uiredbylaw. One of the last reports 
lat of the Brooklyn bank, ahowa the 
forage reserve held to be 34.02 po:

One of the Best Known Newspaper 


Men on the Coast. 


SAN Fiuxcisco, December SO.—J. 


RoaaJackeon, died tonight from tho ef- 
fects of an operation performed on him 
for a cancer of the kidneys. 


Mr. Jackson was one of the best known 


newspaper men ou tbn Pacific coast, and 
i waa noted as a club man and Bohemian. 
He made a reputation as a bright and 
versatile writer, and when Senator 
Hearst purchased the tixavurtpr was 
made city editor. He later became the 
city editor of the Aha. For a time be 
retired from journalism, but drifted 
back again aa city editor of tbe Exam- 
iner. Hia eyes failed, however, and he 
was again compelled to retire, and for 
the paat few years has been a man of 
leisure. He leaves an estate valued at 
$75,000. Mr, Jackaon was a charter 
member of the San Franciuco Frew Club 
and waa instrumental in making that 
organization's entertain men ts witty and 
enjoyable. He leaves a wife and one 
daughter who is the wifeof John Rafael, 
the opera ainger.

Steamers Given Government 


Permission 


TO CAREY MUNITIONS OF WAR 


It Will Be the Duty of tue Spanish 


Consul to Sign the Clear- 


ance Papers. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., December 80.— 


Th« steamer Danntlees, which the gov- 
ernment has granted permission to clear 
for a Cuban port with a cargo of muni- 
tions of war, is not in port at present. 
Tbe owners say she has gone on a 


wrecking" trip and may not return foe 


a week. The Dauntless gave the reve- 
nue cotters the slip yesterday, going out 
of the river from one of the shallow 
chanaela and this has aroused the sus- 
picion that the vessel is again on a fili- 
buaterine *»p. The owners aay that the 
vessel will be formally cleared for Cuba 
as aoon as it shall return. 


The Commodore Jias also been granted 


permission to clear with arms and will 
do BO ia the morning. Several carloads 
of arms and ammunition are in the city 
awaiting shipment. 
Another anoma- 


lous fact ia presented in that, if either 
boat shall clear for Onba tho Spanish 
consul or vice consul will have to sign 
the clearance capers, this being required 
when a vessel clears for a foreign port. 


In thia instance it would bo a caae of 


a Spanish officer affixing his signature 
to a document permitting a vessel to 
carry war material to a people fighting 
against hia government. 


Consul Solia waa asked if he would 


refuse to aign the clearance papers of 
the Dauntless. Ho said that he could 
not refuse, as it was hia duty to sign tbe 
papers. 
The cargo on both boats will be 


ibipped to Salvador ClfineroB, President 
of the Cuban republic; the Dauntless' 
cargo consigned to Neuvias and that of 
the Commodore to Santiago.

California, or not; it cannot be ascer- 
tained therefrom whether the proceed- 
ings looking towards the purchase of the 
road were had according to the laws ol 
the state of California, or not; it can- 
not be ascertained how the commission- 
ers appointed by the Board of Supervis- 
ors to estimate the full cash value of 
said road made and filed their report, or 
where they filed it, or at what time they 
filed it.

In reply ho said 
he thought it would be a great success. 
He insisted that tbe harbor at San Pedro 
was protected from tbe east and south- 
east winds. Catalina island waa a great 
protection to San Pedro during theee 
storms. In tbo matter of anchorage he 
aaid tbe holding ground at San Pedro 
was excellent. In speaking of the sand i 
bar at San Pedro he said the general ' 
drift of the aand was east, with the pre- 
vailing wind a. 


Captain D. W. Weldt, a pilot of fifteen 


years at San Pedro, next appeared. He 
aaid San Pedro was an easy pr,rt of ac- 
cess. He had taken in vessels of eigh- 
teen feet draft. It was hie experience 
that the general current of the water at 
that point waa east and to northward. 
In case of a southeast storm he said be 
would keep to sea if possible rather 
than to attempt to land at either Santa 
Monica or San Pedro. 


Mr. Axman,auexpertdredger,Iaaid he 


had done considerable dredging at San 
Pedro. The material taken out waa 
Band, shells, cluy and slit.

NEW 
YORK,

26.—Tbe 


World tomorrow will publish the follow- 
ing: Several business firms that had 
wondered why important letters, con- 
taming large sums of money, had been 
delayed in tbe mails, have received the 
letters, but not the enclosures, stained 
with the watera of the bay in which 
they had been tossed for two or three 
d^ya before being picked up. The let- 
ters had been opened, the money in- 
side transmitted by the firm's corres- 
pondents in Chicago, Cincinnati, San 
Franciaco, Philadelphia and Pittsburn, 
taken out, after which the thief bad 
dropped tbe letters into the bay. Inves- 
tigation made at tbe postoffice confirmed 
the story. The robbery is evidently one 
of the largest and cleverest ever known 
iu the history of tbe department and 
tbe total losa reaches many thousand 
dollars. The post officials admit this 
ranch, but decline for official reasons to 
say anything further. 


It was learned the mail bags were 


stolen in a depot in this city from a 
•western express tbat reached here Tues-: 
day; that the letters were carried away i 
and that the thieves boarded an out- 
going steamer and are now on their way 
to Europe or to one of the southern 
ports.

Postmaster Dayton today, "IB tbat these 
letters were found in tbe bay juat off 
Coney Island, having been dropped by 
an outgoing steamer.

Mr. Moore filed a table giving the per- 


centage of tbe direction of winds on this 
coaat. Tbe quarter to-which San Pedro 
IB exposed to the winds ia the quarter 
from which tbe least percentage of wind 
blowa. In other words San Pedro is al- 
ready a natural harbor of refuge. The 
natural protection afforded San Pedro 
cannot bo duplicated by an artificial 
harbor at Santa Mouiea. There can ba 
no extensive wharves in Santa Monica 
bay. Such circumscribed conditiona do 
not prevail at San Pedro. There are 
great poaaibilitiea for harbor improve- 
ment at the latter.

SHERIFF'S OFFICE. 


We find that the general management 


of this office is satisfactory. There have 
been 40,171 meals served by the'sheriff 
to prisoners during the first ten months 
of 1896, lor which 12& cents per meal 
wc9 received, or a total for the ten 
months from January 1st to November 


I " lat,-1896, of $5031.38. Since the 1st day 


of May no pay has been received by the 
sheriff from tho connty for the noon 
meal served prisoners, two meals per 
day only having been paid for by the 
county since May 1st, 18%, although tho 
prisoners who work are furnished three 
ineala per day, and the other prisoners 
only two meals.

We also find that 
the jail ia not heated Sundays, and that 
tbe prisoners are left in the cold rooms 
on this day. We b«lieve that thia 
should be corrected and tbe jail .leateci 
on Sundays when necessary. Wo also 
find that meals furnished 
prisoners 


have alt been paid for by Fresno connty 
while the meals for city prisoners should 
bave been paid for by the city of Freano 
WR recommend that stepa be taken to 
collect the same from the city. 


The expenses of the office amount to 


$1333.33 a month. 


The fines and feea collected by this 


office and turned into the county treaa 
ury for the ten months endine Noveur 
ber lat, 189U, amounted to $975.05. 


A GOOD 6UGGESTIOX. 


We especially recommend that there

We find that under former adminia- 


rationa all moneys collected for state 
nd county, whether inside or outside, 
chool tax, penalties, coats, etc., were 
dded together and entered In the cash 
jook as so much collected and paid to 
he auditor in that way. Then the 
tuditor had to segregate and apportion 
his amount, which made a great deal of 
*ork and made it impracticable to settle 
more than aenii-anntially, which waa 
.one. Mr. Moody keepa tiie hooks and 
ccounts se jgregated aud sattlea monthly 
with the treasurer, and in fact he could 
ettle each day if it were so desired. 
Us method of'keeping the books also 
decreases the liability of error 
and 


hould any occur it could bo readily and 
sasily traced. ' 


We recommended to tha Board of 


.Supervisors tnat this oilice be connected 
with the sheriff'a office by an electric 
alaruiflystem, and are pleased to note 
ihat the same has been done. 


We have examined the license col- 


ector'a books, counted the licenses on 
land and found everything accounted 
or and moneys collected placed in ihe 
;reaaury in regular form. 


SALOON' AXD TKADERS' LICENSES. 


Upon investigation wo find that a 


;reat many people who are engaged in 
>ueinesa are very negligent in paying 
county licenses. 
This canses ranch 


rouble* and expense to the taic collec- 
;or's office. We would recommend that 
,he license-collector, after due notice, re- 
tort all delinquents to the district attor- 
ley, who assures the grand jnrythat he 
will proceed peremptorily to collect the 
same by suit, aud if fonnd uncollectable 
:o prosecute criminally. 


During 1S94 there was paid into the 


tax collector's office for licenses the aum 
of $16,939. For the first eleven months 
of 1S96 there haa been collected by the 
same office the sum o£ $17,020, showing 
a very fair gain for the present year.

POORLY KEIT BOOKS. 


We find the books of tbe public ad- 
linistrator in a very unsatisfactory con- 
ition. It waa impossible to find the 
•ue state of affairs in some of the es- 
ates. We havo had his books expertsd 
y K. (*. Luke, at a coat of $4 per day, 
r at a total cost of $10. The expert's 
eport ahowa that twenty-eieht estates 
ave been administered upon during his 
erm of office, up to December ?, 1890. 
G. A. Everts was appointed admistra- 
or in two of the above estatea, in the 
dminiatration of which the public ad- 
ministrator was not concerned. In the 


imaining twenty-six estatea we find 
lat ten estates have been Bottled and 
osed np. Out of those ten there had 
eeu paid to thecountytreafmrer $54.13, 


which we find correct. There still re- 
main sixteen estates unsettled. 


We find that daring his term of office 


_ie public adminiatrator has received 
he sum of $3640 53 and disbnrsed 
2468.2S, leaving a balance of $1172,25, 
nt of which there has beon $54.13 de- 
oaited in the county treasury. This 
eaves now in the handa of the public 
adminiatrator $1118.12.

saving to the county in the matter of 
expense. 
Wo have interviewed 
the 


patients and find no dissatisfaction 
irnonn them. 


We find that during the nine months 


ending October 1, 1696, W75 patients 
have received treatment at the hospital; 
that the average number of patients at 
;be hospital at the end of each month 
during the timecovered by this reportis 
109, and that the total expenditure for 
.he hoapital for the eame time—that is, 
he first nine montha of 189ti—has been 
for clothing, beddine, liquors, drugs, 
provisions, salary and hired help, $13,- 
393.02, or an average monthly expend- 
iture of $148811. Prom the above we 
find the cost of keeping each patient per 
month to be $13.65, applied as follows: 


Medical attendance, $1.22; clothing 


and bedding, $1,26; salary of steward, 
nurses, cooks and other labor, $2.SO; 
drugs, $1.24; liquors, 61 cents; provis- 
ions, $5.25; miscellaneous, wood, coal, 
light, Ac., $1.27. Toial per month per 
patient, $13.65. 


Comparing the above with the.ex- 


penditures of the hospital for tbe first 
nine months of 1894, we find there waa 
expended $12,827.89, ' or 
an average 


monthly expenditure of $1425.32, or an 
average of $15 per month per patient, 
there being an averajteif 95 patients per 
month who received tieatment at the 
hospital in 1894. On comparing the 
number of patients and' the amount of 
money expended in 1894 and in 1896, .we 
find that the present (oat per month 
per patient is $1.35 less than in 1894. 
There is now on hand at the hospital, 
drugs to the value of $75), and surgical 
instruments valued at $1)1.15. 


We recommend that a larger boiler cf 


300 to 500 gallons capacity be put in tho 
hospital, and that pipes far hot and cold 
water be run to tho antisiptic and oper- 
ating rooma. We furtb.tr recommend 
that a hood be unt in abore the kitchen 
range to allow the steaii and amoke 
to escape. 


We recommend that tie steward of 


tho hospital keep a book fcf the purpose 
of making entries of cash, received from 
pny patients, also the nune of fluch 
patients, when received aid when dis- 
charged. No record of tins baa been 
kept heretofore. We consider this quite 
as important as any other Ciunty officer 
boiog required to keep a cftfh book.

We believe, however, that the charges 


are all legal. We recommend to our 
representatives in the legislature that 
the law be amended so that this office 
shall receive a fixed salary. 


IN REGARD TO ROADS, 


Road matters are tho most compli- 


cated and generally unsatisfactory of all, 
and we think great improvement possible 
in their management. We therefore rec- 
ommend that the roada in each district 
be laid off in sectionp, or divisions, of 
not more than sis milea in length, each 
division numbered, and each bridge in 
each division numbered, and size of. 
aame noted, and that a record of such 
he kept in tbe snpervisora' office; and 
whenever any work is done on a cer- 
tain division tbat the number of the 
Eame, with an itemized statement of 


.hor and materials used, be given in 


We find'that there are bills presented

Koad billa aggregate the largest of any 
ne item of county expanses, and people 
n general believe that leaa valae is re- 
eived for the same than for sny money 
xpended by tbe county. This omission 
o properly itemize and give tbe names 
f the men so employed, as well as 
onchera for moneys paid out, opens a 
aree avenue for fraud which might be 
taken advantace of by the unBumpulona. 
Ve therefore recommend that the namea 
f all the men employed be placed on 
he bills so that should any question 
rise as to the correctness of the same, 
hey can be found and the matter set- 
led. 


SUGGESTIONS OS KOAD WORK. 


We condemn the present system of 


baying nails, lumber and other materi- 
als at the highest retail prices, and we 
aarnestly recommend that bids for fur- 
Dishing the same be advertised for an- 
iiially, and contracts let therefor to the 
owest bidders. 


We also recommend tbat each euper- 


riaor file with the clerk of the board a 
i9t of all the tools aud implements in 
lia district helonging to tbe county, and 
ihat the clerk keep a record or inven- 
;ory book for aforesaid Hats. 


We find that different prices ate al- 


owed in different districts for the s« 
lind of work, which we think ia at least 
improper. 


We also find that none of the bills of 


road district No. 3 for September and 
October were approved by the road- 
master, nor the supervisor of said dis- 
,rict, and that many similar omissions 
appear ia the bills of other districts. 
We urge the moat cartful scrutiny of all 
billa allowed and that approval be in- 
dorsed thereon. 


Tho present law providp? that the su- 


pervisors shall be road commiasionera 
of their respective districts at a eaUry, 
as finch, of $500 per year. We believe 
that more satisfactory reaulta wouM be 
obtained by aholiehinit the office of encn 
of such com mica ion era, and

THE COUKTY OHPHANAOE.

We find tbat this worthy institution 


ia ancceasfully run under the manage- 
ment of a board of lady managers. It 
receives from the coanty $6 a month for 
each child kept therein. 
There ha? 


been an average of 32 children main- 
tained from January lat to November 
1st, 1896. 
; 
We recommend that tho mananement 


of thia worthy inatitution bo continued 
in the bands of the present board of 
lady managers. We further recommend 
that the connty furnish babyfood for such 
children aa iniiy need it. Thia haa here- 
tofore boon funnelled at expense of the 
Ladies Aid society. 


JUST-IRES OP THE PEACE. 


We have made careful examination of 


tho dockets of the city recorder and the 
•various juaticea of tho ueaco of the 
county, except thoae of George Aahurst 
of the First township and W. W. Hol- 
land of the Eighth, who have abandoned 
their offices. Most of the dockets of the 
other justices were found In good condi- 
tion and kept aa the law requires. 
Tboae we found any way incomplete or 
improperly kept were due to ineiperi- 
ence or ignoranceof what wasnecesaary, 
and to these we pointed out.what was 
correct and proper, according to law, 
and all seemed anxious to follow our in- 
structions. We had each make a finan- 
cial statement, and these we compared 
with the dockets and fonnd correct. All 
fines collected have been paid into the 
county treasury, except thoae of Justice 
Crawford of the First township and 
.Tustice Kedfield of the Eighth. 
The 


former is behind $48.50 for fines col- 
lected ia April, May and September oi 
thia year, and tho latter has not settled 
with tho county for his fines since 
September. 
. 
We recommend tbat tho District At- 


torney .take immediate action to eocure 
a settlement of the amounts due from 
these itictices. 
We aleo recommend tbat the District 


Attorney endeavor to find the dockets of 
Justices Asharat and Holland, and if 
found, to deposit them in the office of 
tbe connty clerk. 


The attention of all justices is called 


to section 1457 of the Penal Code. 
v 
We recommend that before approving 


the bill of any justice of the peace 


monod before thia grand jury, and upon 
oath tell altogether a different story 
from that which they had told in pub- 
lic. 


PBOPEP.TV INVENTORY. 


Tho grand jury of 1895 recommended 


that au inventory of all county proparty 
be kopi in the office of the'Board of 
Supervisors, and that tho 
different 


county officials make a list of same and 
fils it with the clerk before said board. 
We find that in pursuance of thia 
recommendation the Board of Super- 
visors did make such order and that a 
copy of the same was furnished to each 
county official. 
AVe and that but two 


such officials complied with naid order, 


tendent of the county farm. We earn- 
estly recommend that the Board of 
Supervisors see that this is enforced. 
" At our request, each member of tho 
Board of Supervisors has filed an in- 
ventory of the tools, implements and 
other propsrty of the county in hia 
charge as road commissioner. 


THK SCrHVElZER CASK. 


We are convinced that attempts at 


blackmailing havo been made, but thia 
grand jury haa been uuable to find 
sufficient evidence to bring an indict- 
ment. We hope that all our officers 
may be untiring in their efforts to bring 
to speedy justice all who may practice 
such crimes, to the ond that the RUIM! 
names of all citizens may be secure from 
such assaults. 


is CONCLUSION. 


We have endeavored to make our in- 


vestigations into the affairs of the county 
thorough and exhaustive, aud • if any- 
thing haa been overlooked we wiah to 
state that it waa not intentional on our 
part. All mattera brought to our atten- 
tion have been thoroughly iuveaticated, 
and where the evidence was Iusufncient 
to indict the cases were either dropped or 
feforred to the district; attorney for fur- 
jher investigation. 


Several of the growers submitted ac- 


counts of expenditures and receipts of 
their vineyards for a season, and it was 
[ound that the cost of placing raisins in 
the aweatbox ranged from 2W to 3 cents 
a pound. W. H. Hodgkin'e account 
ehowed that in the past year he ex- 
pended $51 to every ton of raisine ready 
Ior market, and he had conducted his 
vineyard on a very economical baaia. 
Other accounts averaged about tho same 
and some higher. 
Considering the 


heavy freight charges to the Bast, it can 
readily be seen that the home industry 
needs substantial protection. 


These points were brought out forci- 


bly in yeaterday'e discussion, which waa 
participated in by T, 0, White, W. P. 
horsey, H. A. Trevelyan, John S. Dore 
and othera. There was no bint of party 
lines, all bbing united in the effort to 
havo established a rate of duty the In- 
dustry deaervea. 


Messrs. O. J. Woodward, W. F. For- 


sey.A. L. Hobba and 10. F. Bernard 
were selected as a committee to tele- 
graph the action of the mooting to tbe 
congressional representative.

This will be 
done with all possible dispatch, as the 
Congressman desires the data immedi- 
ately.

The representative haa announced his 


intention of making n vigorous fight in 
behalf of the industry. He appreciates 
tho adveree coriditioua which beset the 
Krowera and the need of an import duty 
on raisins which will give the industry 
deserving 
encouragement. 
There is 


reason to hope that be will succeed in 
raising the rats to that asked by the 
producere.

The latter came to him frequently to in- 
quire alxrafc it and this aroused Ilal- 
atou'a suspicion and c^Qaed^ him to 
make inquiries. 
Demoraia finally let 


him into the aecret of the attempt upon 
Lehmann'a life. 
Subsequently Demoraia told Schweizer 


that he had received tbe hat from Bar- 
ker (Bouchard?) aud had turned it over 
to Balaton. The hat waa supposed to be 
Schweizer'a. According to Dsmoraia, 
Bchweizer then made a direct propoai- 
tion to him to kill Ralaton. The plan 
q-as for DemoraiQ to pick a quarrel with 
Rulston and ahoot him. Demorais in- 
formed Ralaton oi tbe alleged proposi- 
tion and alao let Detective Harrison into 
tbe pecret, and tho precious trio decided 
to lead Schweizer on. Saye Demoraia: 


"Schweizer had told me to come to 


the back door of his ahoo and he would 
there give ths gull after dark. 
Instead 


of dom? ao I went into the shop. There 
were several persons in the shop—CUB- 
tomera--EndSchwBizBrfrowned and mo- 
tioned with hia head, indicating that I 
should go round. I went out, down a 
little alley at the aide of the shop, 
and pretty aoon Sehwelzer came ont 
back door of the shop and banded me 
the revolver and told me to make good 
UBO of it. Harrison waa concealed near 
by and saw the trauafer. I went away 
and soon joined Balston and Harrison. 
I gave the gun to Ralston and he kept it 
until the next day. I then decided to 
;o back and eee Schweizer to see what 
ae might have to Bay. 
We decided that 


I had better take the revolver with me 
aa he might aek for it. When I went 
back Schweizer charged me with having 
done nothing and demanded the cun, 
and I gave it back to'him."

THE D. Vf. PARKaURSI RESIDENCE 


DESTROYED. 


The Oponpants Barely Escape With 


Their Lives—A Heavy 


The residence formerly owned by D. 
. Parkharst, a quarter of a mile east 


of Fowler, was destroyed by fire on Fri- 
day morning shortly aftar 5 o'clock. 
The total loss is in the neighborhood of 
fiO.OOO, which is partly covered by in- 
surance. The origin of the fire is a 
mystery, anda suspicion of incendiariam 
is entertained. 


The house was occupied by Judge A. 


Albrecht and family, and they had a 
npfow escape. They were not awak- 
ened until the flames had gained con- 
siderable headway, and therefore had no 
time to devote to their toilets. They 
saved none of their wearing apparel. A 
few articles of furniture wore carried 
from, some of the rooms by neighbors 
who bad arrived upon the scene. 


The fire is supposed to have started in 


a boi containing excelsior, which stood 
against the wall under the rcom form- 
erly cscupied by Mr. Parkhurat as bis 
business office. The flames first broke 
out in thia part of the building. There 
had been no fire in the office the day be- 
fore, and as far as can be learned no one 
bad bsen in the room. 


Tbe structure was one of th'e finest 


country residences in-the county. It 
was built five years ago by D. W. Park- 
hurat nt a cost of about $8000. Mr. 
Parkhurat has since gone through in- 
solvency, and the residence passed into 
the poaaesaion of tbe Bank of California 
of San Franciaco. It was arranged and 
construcled on the mostapproved plans, 
Mr. Parknurat having intended it for his 
permanent homo. 
The insurance on thehouao was about 


$5000. The exact amount of the policy 
ia not known, and the aafe in which 
Judge Albrecht kept it baa not yet been 
opened.

JUDGE WEBB ISSUES IiETPBRS 


OF ADMINISTRATION. 


Convinced of the Fresuan's Death 


in a Mexican Mine Ex- 


plosion. 


Judge Webb of the superior court was 


yesterday convinced that Jamea L. 
Purvis is nut among the living, and 
granted the petition of Public Adminis- 
trator L, H. Church for letters of aJ- 
minietratiou to settle up ths estate of 
the deceased. Purvis owned several 
town lota in this city, valued at about 
$1500. It is reported, that he also had 
property in San Francisco and some m 
Naw York. 


Parvia residfid in Fresno for a number 


of years, but ia 1802 left for Honolulu. 
From there he went to Mexico, and ac- 
cording to reports he was killed in a 
mine explosion at Inde in the state of 
Durango on November 15th of last year. 
Everts & Ewiujj, the attorneye for the 
public administrator, havo been 
at 


work for some time trying to gain con- 
clusive evidence of Purvis1 death, and 
they believe they have succeeded in 
establishing the fact. 


The first"" intimation of the death of 


the Fresoan was received in a letter to 
Haber Brothers from the superintend- 
ent of tho mine in which the explosion 
occurred. It was not certain, however, 
that it was Purvis who had been killed. 
It was know it that he had relatives in 
Australia, and these were notified of 
the report. 


A short time ago Attorney 0. C. Mer- 


riam received a letter from them stat • 
ing that they had ioveatigatri the re- 
port of the death of Purvis in the mine 
explosion, and it had been established 
beyond question that it was he who was 
the victim. Toe relatives aaked that 
the lawyer represent them in settling 
up the affairs of the estate, Nothing 
has ever been heard of Purvis, and 
when tho above facts wera presented f> 
Judge Webb yostenlay be ordered the 
letters of administration issued. 


The property in this city belonging to 


the estate consists of four lots in block 
10 and one in block 9, two in block 3 of 
Central addition, two iu Hazleton ad- 
dition, and several in Hadsell's addi- 
tion. Appraisers will now proceed to 
make an inventory of the estate.

Whenever the memory of thia irridefi- 
cont dream had about faded from the 
minds of our people ita preatine freah- 
ncaa was restored by the startling an- 
nouncement, published in some paper, 
that "Colonel Jones bad gone East to 
make another attempt to place tho bonds 
of the Monterey and Fresno Railroad 
Company." 
At the expiration of a 


month or two Colonel Jones would again 
wander wo-mly westward with those 
bonds still in hia 'inside pocket, and hope 
would ajain set to work soringing in its 
patient and genteel way in the breasts of 
the people at both ends of tho proposed 
line. 
Judging from a dispatch in yesterday's 


Call, however, Colonel Jones has at last 
made a trip East that has not proved in 
vain, for it ie stated therein that the 
Colonel has succeeded in floating the 
bonds of the company. This is excel- 
lent news if true, and it is to bo hoped 
that it will be speedily 
confirmed. 


Freano connty can easily accommodate 
another railroad, and Colonel Jones' 
proposed line would contribute in no 
small degree to tbe development of the 
county. The dispatch referred to is as 
follows: 


Word waa received here> yesterday 


from New Y.ork that the bonds of the 
Monterey and Freano Railroad Com- 
p'any had been placed with an eastern 
syndicate. At the regular annual meet- 
ing of tho company to beheld in Janu- 
ary the name will be changed aud the 
whole project will be altered materially 
from the first intention of tho present 
company. The board of directors, how- 
ever, will.remain about the same. 


"The work of construction is to com- 


mence about March 1st, or jusi as soon 
as the lino can be permanently located 
from San Joae to San Juan. Tbe per- 
manent survey will be altered and will 
leave out Monterey entirely. The syn- 
dicate proposes to run the road from 
San Jose down the Santa Clara valley 
to San Juan, where it will join the lino 
to Holliater as at present located, thence 
running through the Panoche pass over 
tbe Coast range to Freano city, making 
a distance of about 104 miles. Why 
such a great change should occur could 
not be learned, but by those beat in- 
formed it ia supposed to be on account 
of anticipated trouble with a company 
formed hero lately to try to undermine 
the present company and procure ita 
water-front franchise from the city for 
other purposes. 
"Colonel Jones, the president of the 


railroad company, has made twenty- 
three tripe acrosa the continent in the 
past four years in the interest of this 
road, and haa been in the East continu- 
ously for the past eleven months trying 
to place the bonds of the company. He 
haa begun construction three different 
tim?s. At the laatattempthe succeeded 
in getting aboat eleven miles of tho road 
graded, but owiiiK to tha failure of tha 
construction company work was aban- 
doned in September a year ago."

COMPETING FOR BUSINESS. 


The S. P. to Put on a New Passen- 


ger Train. 


From tbe San Francisco Examiner. 


The passenger train service inaugur- 


ated by the San Franciaco and San Joa- 
qnin Valley Railroad last week between 
this city and Fresuo has forced the 
Southern Pacific Company to improve 
its service. A few weeks ago the South- 
ern Pacific put on a special daily freight 
train between here and Fresno to pro- 
tect itself against the competition of the 
new line. Now it is to put on'a new 
daily passenger train between hera and 
Fresno for the same purpose. The train 
will begin running Friday next. At the 
same time some of the company's pas- 
senger lates will be reduced. 


The Southern Pacific Company haa a 


daily passenger train leaving here at 
4.30 p.m. (or Livermore. Ihia train 
will be continued on, via Merced, to 
Fresno, arriving at tbe latter place at 
11.15p.m. On the return trip it will 
leave Fresno at 5.4.0 a.m. and arrive 
here, via Martinez, at 11.45 a.m. At 
Latbrop, both going down and coming 
up the valley the train will make con- 
nection with a train from and to Stock- 
ion.The Valley railroad haa a rate of $3. 
from Ran Franciaco to Freano, and one 
of $2.15 from thia city to Merced. The 
Southern Pacific's rate to Fresno is $5.90 
from this city and $4.23 to Merced. For 
the purpose of competing with the new 
road the Southern Pacific will next Fri- 
day reduce its second-class rate to $3 75 
from hero to Fresno and ita aecond-ciaas 
rate from here to Merced to $2.15.

custom in this city and county when 
road or street was plowed up and graded 
Lo wait until the rains were over and 
the favored ones who do the work had 
sot through with their winter plowing 
and had nothing elae to do but to work 
on the highways. 
Aa loose, dry dirt 


will not pack, the consequence haa been 
that we have had, in such cases, dust 
knee-deep all summer long, and the 
roads and streets so worked npon have • 
been in far worse conditinu than if they 
had been let alone. 


Is it not time to atop thia foolish busi- 


ness and make our ro&da when the dirt; 
is wet or at least moist, BO as to pack 
aolidly and thus give us good roads and 
streets? 
We hope that our now super- 


visors will go at the making of new 
roads and tho repairing of old ones at 
once, so that we ma/ have good solid 
roadways tbrotigh tho summer, instead 
of loose dirt and dust. 


Much more UBS could also be advant- 


ageously made of the wagon ecraper. 
By going over the roads with that after 
a rain, when the ground haa become 
partly dry, only retaininc inoiature 
enough to pack well, the chuck-faoleB>| 
will be kept pretty well filled up and as 
the ground driea a tolerably smooth rbad 
insured. 
We have not been very favorably im- 


pressed with tlie sample we have had of 
"pcientific" road making. Our people 
will be far better pleased with a little 
common sense and honesty in the mak- 
ing of our roads and streets than with 
the exhibition of "science" lately given
